HISTORICAL COMMISSION 
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BY-LAWS OF THE TOWN OF ORANGE 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen of the town of Orange shall 
have the charge and management of all suits and actions at law for 
and against the town, andmayprosecute, defend or settle the same 
as they see fit, unless otherwise directed by the vote of the 


town. 


Section 2. Theword''street' or ''streets'' inthese by-laws shall 
be understood to mean and include alleys, lanes, courts, public 
squares, public places and all public ways, and shall include the 
sidewalks thereof, unless otherwise expressly stated. 


Section 3. The Board of Selectmen may change the name of any 
streetand shall establish the names ofall streets hereafter laid out 
and accepted by the town or any other authority. 


The said Board shall cause the names of all streets to be re- 
corded in the records of the town, and shall cause signs with the 
names of the respective streets thereon to be secured and main- 
tained at proper places on said streets. 


Section 5. No person shall coast or slide on the snow or ice, 
across, inoralongany street or other public place, upon any hand 
sled, board or other thing except in such places and under such 
restrictions as the Selectmen shall designate. 


Section 6. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, pistol or 
firearms in or acrossany ofthe streets, within the town, provided 
that this section shall not apply to the use of such weapons at any 
military exercise or review under the authority of a commissioned 
officer of the militia, or inthe lawful defense of the person, family 
orpropertyofany citizen, norto any person firing a salute of can- 
non by leave of the Selectmen, 


Section 9. Nopersonshallride or drive any horse or other ani- 
mal on any public way at a rate of speed exceeding ten miles per 
hour, nor in such manner as to endanger or unreasonably incom- 
mode passengers therein. 


Section 10. Noperson shalltie or fasten any horse or other ani- 
mal to any ornamental or shade tree, vine, or shrub in any street 
oronany public land, or to any structure put up for the protection 
of such tree, vine or shrub or to any pole used for the transmis- 
sion of electricity. 


Section 11. Noperson shall suffer any horse or other beast at- 
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tached to any carriage to go at large without a driver or rider in 
any street or public square. 


Section 12. No owner or person having the care of any swine, 
sheep, horse, mules orneatcattle, shall permit or allow the same 
to go at large in any highway or public place within said town. 


Section 13. No person shall break or dig up the ground in that 
portionofany highway or street, wrought for travel, or except as 
provided in Sections 29, 30 and 31, place thereon any wood, tim- 
ber, coal, earth, stone, bricks, lumber or building material, or 
any dirt or ashes, or any animal or vegetable substance, or any 
rubbish, or offal or obstruction of any kind, or move any building 
into or along the same without a written license from the Select- 
men. 


Section 14. Threeormorepersons shall not stand ina group or 
near each other on any sidewalk or on land used for a sidewalk or 
street in such a manner as to obstruct or impede public travel 
after having been requested by any constable or police officer to 
move on. 


Section 15. Noperson shall loaf upon any sidewalk or land used 
for a sidewalk or street after having been requested by any con- 
stable to move on. 


Section 16. Noperson shallbehave himself in a disorderly man- 
ner or use any indecent or profane language on any street, high- 
way, or other public place in said Town, or be and remain upon 
any doorstep, portico or other projection from any house or other 
building, after having been requested by any person in charge of 
such premises or by any constable or police officer to leave. 


Section 17. No person shall spit tobacco juice on the floor of 
any room in any public building or on the floor of any hall or en- 
trance to any public building in said Town. 


Section 18. No person ina state of nudity shall bathe in any 
pond, stream, or other place exposed to public view, or in the 
vicinity of any dwelling house, between one hour before sunrise 
and one hour after sunset. 


Section 21. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any 
yard or passage way to any engine house or other building under 
the care of the fire department, any obstruction to the taking out 
or putting in of any engine, carriage or other apparatus belonging 
to the fire department. 
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Section 22. No person shall place or keep any table, “stall or 
booth or other erection in any street, highway, sidewalk, or inany 
ofthe public squares or grounds in the Town, for the sale of fruit 
or other things without permission from the Selectmen, 


Section 23. No person shall ring or cause to be rung any bell, 
use or cause to be used any horn or other instrument in any street 
or public place in said Town, to give notice of any business or 
calling or sale of any article, or shall sell or offer for sale by 
public proclamation in any street or public place, any article, 
unless duly licensed by the Selectmen. 


Section 24. No person shall in any manner injure any of the 
pumps, wells, drinking fountains or watering troughs in the 
streets, or public grounds, of said Town, nor shall throw or place 
any substance insaidpumps, wells, drinking fountains or watering 
troughs, and the drinking cups provided for said fountains shall 
be deemeda partof saidfountain within the meaning of this by-law. 


Section 26. No person shall, without written permission of the 
Board of Selectmen, postorpaste any advertisement or notice up- 
on any shadetree, bridge, fence, guide post or pole used for the 
transmission of electricity in the Town. 


Section 27. No person shall scatterhandbills, flyers, printed or 
writtenadvertisements or circulars in or on any street within one 
half mile of the Town House. 


Section 28. Noperson shall discharge any waste water or water 
from a sink or water closet, except through a drain into a sewer 
or cesspool, orin accordance witha written permit from the 
Board of Health. 


Section 29. The Board of Selectmen shall cause the snow and 
ice to be made even upon or removal from the sidewalk adjoining 
schoolhouses andother town property within one mile of the Town 
House, and the sidewalks on the bridges over the river and rail- 
road on South Main Street, andifnecessary to cause sand or some 
suitable material to be scattered upon the same to render them 
reasonably safe for travel.

Section 32, Any person guilty of a violation of any of these by- 
laws from number four to twenty-eight inclusive, shall pay a fine 
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not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense.

BY-LAWS RELATIVE TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS, JUNK 
DEALERS, DEALERS IN SECOND-HAND ARTICLES AND JUNK 
COLLECTORS, ADOPTED MARCH 1, 1915. 

Section 33. No person shall hawk or peddle any of the articles 
whichhe may lawfully sell without a license until he has recorded 
his name and residence with the town clerk and has been assigned 
by said clerk a number. 


Section 34. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any 
article whichhe may lawfully sell without a license in any manner 
that will tend to injure or annoy the public health or comfort, not 
otherwise than in vehicles or receptacles which are neat and clean 
and do not leak, and which have printed on them, in letters and 
figures at least two inches in height, the name of the person sell- 
ling and the number given him by the town clerk. 


Section 35. The selectmen may license suitable persons to be 
dealers in, andkeepers of shops, for the purchase, sale or barter 
of junk, old metals, or second-hand articles, subject to the pro- 
visions of the laws of the Commonwealth, and may revoke such 
licenses at pleasure. 


They may also license suitable persons as junk collectors, to 
collectby purchase or otherwise, junk, oldmetals and second-hand 
articles, from place toplace in the town, subject to the provisions 
of the laws of the Commonwealth, and may revoke such licenses 
at pleasure. 


Section 36. Every keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale or 
barter of junk, oldmetals or second-handarticles shall keep a book 
in which shall be written at the time of every purchase of any such 
article, adescription thereof, the name, age and residence of the 
person from whom, and the day and hour when such purchase was 
made. Suchbook shallat all times be open to the inspection of the 
selectmen and to any person by them authorized to make such in- 
spection. 


Section 37. Nokeeperofa shop for the purchase, sale or barter 
of junk, oldmetals or second-hand articles, and no junk collector, 
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shall directly or indirectly, either purchase or receive, by wayof 
barter or exchange, any of the articles aforesaid, of a minor or 
apprentice, knowing or having reason to believe him to be such, 
andno article purchased or received by such shop keeper shall be 
sold until at least one week from the date of its purchase or re- 
ceipt has elapsed. 


Section 38. Everykeeperof such shop shall put in a suitable and 
conspicuous place on his shop, a sign having his name and occu- 
pation legibly inscribed thereon in large letters, and every such 
shop shall not be open except during the time between sunrise and 
nine o'clock of the evening of each week day. 


Section 39. Every shop, place, vehicle or receptacle used for 
the storage, collection or keeping of junk, old metals or second- 
hand articles, and all articles of merchandise therein may be ex- 
amined at alltimes by the selectmen, or by any person by them 
authorized to make such examination. 


Section 40. Junkcollectors shall display badges upon their per- 
sons, and upon their vehicles when engaged in collecting, trans- 
porting or dealing in junk, metals or second-hand articles. Said 
badges so to be displayed upon the person shall be circular in 
form, of a diameter not less than two and one-half inches, and 
shall bear upon the face thereof, in plain letters, the words, 
"Junk Collector", together with the number of the license of such 
junk collector. The badge so to be displayed upon the vehicle 
shall be rectangular in form, of dimensions not less than eight by 
six inches, and shallbear upon its face the words, ''Junk Collector", 
and the number of the license of such collector. 


Whoever violates any of these by-laws from No. 33 to No. 40 
inclusive, oranyprovisions thereof shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars for each offense.

2200 Boundaries. The boundaries ofthese districts are defined as 
shown on the map entitled ''Zoning Map, Orange, Massachusetts", 
originally dated August 15, 1974, and which is on file with the 
Orange Town Clerk. That map and all explanatory data on itis 
hereby made a part of this By-law. 


2300 Boundary Definition. Except when labeled to the contrary, 
boundary lines shown approximately following or ending at a street, 
railroad, utility easement, waterbody or lot line shall be consid- 
ered to actually be following or ending at those lines, and when 
shown approximately parallel, perpendicular or radial to such 
lines shall be considered to actually be parallel, perpendicular 
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or radial thereto. Whennot marked in any other way, boundaries 
shall be determined by scale from the map. 


2400 Divided Lots. Whereadistrict boundary line divides any lot 
in existence at the time the district line is established, the less 
restrictive requirements of either district into which the lot is di- 
vided may be extended for 50 feet into the other district.

1. the occupancy of two or more mobile homes as 
separate dwelling units on a single lot; 

2. new buildings or additions designed for five or 
more employees, ifthey are proposed for activi- 
ties other than forestry, education, agriculture, 
or extensive recreation, such as golf courses or 
riding trails. 


ARTICLE IV. DIMENSIONAL REQUIREMENTS 


4100 Applicability. The requirements of Article IV shallapply 
only to lots createdafter the effective date of this by-law, earlier 
lots being exempted from these requirements. However, a lot to 
be used for two or more dwelling units must comply with Article 
IV irrespective of when the lot was created, unless exempted by 
statute. Lots existing before the effective date of this by-law may

The fire pool in North Orange has been completed and should 
give that section of town adequate fire protection. 


The Board has continued its efforts to have the Massachusetts 
Electric Company installunderground wiring through Central 
Square. Hopefully it will become a reality in the near future. 


We have hadnew lights erected in Central Square and Town Park 
making the business area well lighted, and providing better se- 
curity. 


The Sewer Treatment Plant is progressing on schedule and is 
due to be online sometime this summer. We will be hiring an 
operator very soon. 


In the area of recreation, our town beach at Lake Mattawa was 
surveyed and markers erected showing definite boundaries. The 
Bicentennial Committee has received a $5,000.00 grant which was 
matched by a $5,000.00 donation from the Orange Kiwanis Club 
for the development of a Bicentennial Park off Heltshire Road. 


The Board worked jointly with the Athol-Orange Industrial De- 
velopment District and the new owner of the Orange Foundry to 
help them get their Bond Issue to buy the Foundry and keep an- 
other industry in town. 


The town applied for a Block Grantfor $60,000. 00 for the Armory 
to make a Community Center. The Grant was approved and the 
Armory Committee is finishing up the grant requirements to re- 
ceive the money so the work can start. 


The Boardof Selectmen expressesits appreciation to all Boards, 
Committees, and Department Heads for the fine work and coopera- 
tion during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE ORANGE-ATHOL INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT DISTRICT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We herewith submit the annual report of the activities of the 
Industrial District for the year 1975. 


The Orange-Athol Industrial Development District had two main 
areas of activity in 1975: The Industrial Revenue Bond with the 
Orange Foundry, andAirparkatthe Orange Airport. OnNovember 
21, 1975, thebond issue for the Orange Foundry totaling $650, 000 
was closed at the Franklin County Trust Company Director's room 
in Orange. Thetotal bond issue will be paid in two issues, one of 
$500,000 in November, 1976 and a $150,000 issue later. 


This bond closing culminated a number of months of work with 
various groups and agencies--all of this coordinated by the Indus- 
trial Financing Authority of the Orange-Athol Industrial Develop- 
ment District. 


The bond issue marks three firsts: 


(1) The first time in the state of Massachusetts an Industrial 
Revenue Bond issue has involved the purchase of an exist- 
ing company. 


(2) Thefirsttime in Massachusetts it has involved a District, 
Orange-Athol Industrial Development District. 


(3) The first bond issue of the Orange -Athol Industrial De- 
velopment District. 


A consortium of Orange banks was represented at the closing 
by Darius Kelley and Robert Webber, President and Vice Presi- 
dent respectively of the Franklin County Trust Company, Trustee. 
The Orange Savings Bank was represented by President Duane 
Nyman, andthe Greenfield Co-operative Bank was represented by 
Ralph Bassett, President. 


The Orange Foundryisapart of Atlantic Casting and Engineering 
Corp. of NewJersey. Richard Petersonis President of the Orange 
Foundry and George Binns is President of Atlantic Casting and | 
Engineering Corp., the parent company. They were both at the 
closing. 


Employment at the Orange Foundry was thirteen (13) when Atlantic 
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Casting bought the local firm and at present is up to about forty 
(40). The Foundry has long range plans of increasing employment 
to one hundred (100) as the marketplace increases. 


An electric furnace for their melting operation was installed by 
the previous owner, ILCO. Additional equipment has been bought 
as part of the new ownership and more will be requested as the 
need increases. Workis progressingto improve the buildings and 
equipment. 


The coordination of the Industrial Revenue Bond issue with the 
Massachusetts Department of Commerce was through Frank M. 
O'Neill, Secretary of the State Industrial Financing Board. Chair- 
manof the Industrial Development District Financing Authority is 
Howard Grimes of Orange. Secretary of the Financing Authority 
is Attorney Thomas L. McLaughlin of Athol. 


The other activity that the Industrial Development District was 
involved with in 1975 and continues into 1976, is the Orange Air- 
park. TheIDDhas had the Airpark available for lease for several 
years but have not been able to interest tenants on a lease basis. 


In the early part of 1975, the IDD was approached by a potential 
customer to purchase some land at the Airpark. 


This was the beginning of an attempt by the IDD to have the 
seventy-five acres at the Airpark made available ona sale basis 
rather than lease. 


Meetings were held throughout 1975 by the Airpark Study Group 
with the F.A.A. Massachusetts Aeronautics representative, 
Orange Selectmen, and the Orange Airport Commission. 


The Orange Selectmen gave their approval to the project as did 
the Orange Airport Commission. 


The FAA required that an engineering package be put together to 
indicate the organization of the Airpark. Covenants on the use of 
the Airpark and putting together the existing engineering of the 
Airpark. 


In April of 1975 Thompson & Liston Associates of Worcester 
were engaged to put together the package concerning the Airpark. 


This was submitted to the FAA and the Orange Airport Commis- 
sion and it has required a number of changes. At present there 
are some changes proposed by the FAA that the Orange Airport 
Commission are presently studying. 
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It is the plan of the IDD to present a request to the Selectmen to 
havean article put into the Town Warrant for permission to make 
the land available for sale. This is the step after the FAA and 
Orange Airport Commission give their approval. 


It is expected that sometime in the early part of 1976 this action 
willtake place. Atpresentthere are two fixed base operators who 
have expressed an interest in locating at the airport if the land is 
available for sale. 


During the year 1975 the office of the Orange-Athol Industrial 
Development District answered a number of inquiries from inter- 
estedparties in relation to buildings and building sites and employ- 
ment questions. 


TheIndustrial Development District continues to be the clearing 
house for land andindustrial buildings thatare available. For ex- 
ample, the Industrial Development District has been authorized by 
the owners of the Orange Shoe Company to make it available to any 
interested party. 


In conclusion, members ofthe commission would like to express 
their thanks to the citizens and officials of the area for their sup- 
port during the year.

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REPORT OF HOUSING AUTHORITY 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Orange Housing Authority in 1975 continued to manage Col- 
onial Acres, the elderly housing project on East River Street. 
Four new tenants were housed during the year, while the waiting 
list grew by eighteen new applicants. Cabletelevision was added 
to the services at Colonial Acres. 


Because of the financial crisis in the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, funds were not forthcoming this year for the construc- 
tion of new elderly housing, for the expansion of the rental 
assistance program, or for the renovation of existing housing in 
Orange. Applications have been filed for all of these programs 
with the state, however the prospects for acceptance of any is 
bleak. 


The Franklin County Regional Housing Authority had renovation 
monies committed to it prior to the squeeze of state funds, so the 
Orange Housing Authority has invited them to do some renovation 
in Orange. It is anticipated that ten apartments will be renovated 
this year, beginning with buildings at 36 Congress Street and 19- 
21 Whitney Street. 


The Orange Housing Authority continued to assist thirty-six low 
income residents, thirty-four of them at Pine Crest, through the 
Rental Assistance Program. Tenantsin this program have a nice 
apartment at a rentthey canafford, thus they tend to stay. There 
were only three moves during the year, while the waiting list grew 
to seventy-five persons and families. As the economy tightens, 
the need grows. 


The Housing Authority initiated legislation during the last ses- 
sionof the state legislature which would allow housing authorities 
to sell renovated homes to low income persons. The bill was re- 
ported favorable out of the House-Senate Urban Affairs Committee, 
but was not acted on by the full legislature.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Orange School Committee: 


I herewith submit my third annual report as Superintendent of 
the Orange Public Elementary Schools. 


During 1975 the Orange School Committee had to face a number 
of important issues, 


Certainly, the bleak economic outlook at all levels of government 
gave impetus to careful consideration of expenditures. This, 
coupled with a moderate decline in the school population, caused 
the Committee to study the possibility of closing the Gale Brooks 
School. However, a strongly negative response to this proposal, 
from the citizenry, caused the Committee to vote to study the 
matter further. The Superintendent was instructed to prepare a 
detailed analysis of the feasibility of closing this school building 
and present the report to the Committee no later than December 
iy let, 


For the first time non-teaching personnel collectively bargained 
with the School Committee for a contract last Spring. In the Fall 
the teachers requested to open negotiations for the coming school 
year. Atthis writing, noagreementhas been reached. The Board 
of Finance has an observer sitting in on these meetings as well as 
at budget preparation meetings. This form of direct communica- 
tion between these two governmental units has kept each other in- 
formed and offers the opportunity for consultation. 


New Federal and State laws and regulations kept the School 
Committee busy with implementation of new procedures and 
policies. 


The Caduceus School, Inc. , brought suit against the Superinten- 
dent and School Committee in Federal Court. The plaintiffs al- 
leged violation of their civil rights by the Committee's insistence 
on upholding the compulsory school attendance laws of the Com- 
monwealth. The defendants were joined by the Attorney General's 
office since they were enforcing State Law. 


In the late fall the case was dropped by the plaintiffs due to lack 
of funds. 


The Orange School Committee met twenty-three times during the 
year inorder to keep abreast of the issues and business before it. 
This is a sharp increase over the number of necessary meetings 
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just a few years ago, but indicates the growing complexity of the 
School Committee's responsibilities. 


PROGRAM CHANGES 


Past changes in the curriculum were strengthened by the adop- 
tion of a new Language Arts program. This brings toa close, at 
least for some time, the shift to a more individualized instruc- 
tionalprogram. Now, effort willbe directedtoward more effective 
use of the excellent learning materials we have in use. 


Due to a request from some parents, the matter of the need for 
greater effortin meeting the needs of the academically gifted stu- 
dents was studied. Afteran interim report to the Committee, the 
Superintendent was directed to proceed along the lines suggested 
in his report. Special programming for gifted youngsters is con- 
troversial. Atpresent, the personnelinvolved are becoming more 
acquainted with techniques in useinother parts of the country. It 
is estimated that we will eventually be dealing with about 25 
youngsters. 


FINANCE 


Because of the financial posture of the Town and State, every ef- 
fort has been made to reduce costs. The Butterfield School reno- 
vation project was finishedand the new windows and doors, coupled 
with careful attention to thermostat settings and the like, allowed 
us to reduce our consumption of fuel by over 18%. Similar efforts 
at Dexter Park and Gale Brooks Schools brought about a savings 
of 11,000 gallons of fuel and 44, 000 kilowatt hours of electricity. 
We were very pleased with this accomplishment. 


An analysis of the bus routes in October provided us the oppor- 
tunity to combine two routes and eliminate one bus altogether. 
This represented a $3,000 savings withno significant reduction in 
service. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 


Although many communities in the State were having difficulty 
with the provisions of the new Special Education law (Chapter 766), 
Orange was one of eighteen school systems receiving high marks 
in a survey conducted by the Massachusetts Advocacy Center in 
the fall. 


This spoke well for the efforts of all staff members toward ful- 
fillment of these regulations. 
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“PERSONNEL 


Unlike many school systems at the present time, Orange did 
experiencea significant turnover in staff. Upon the retirement of 
Mrs. Bessie Desseau and Mrs. Gwendolyn Oddy as teachers and 
Mrs. Louise Eganas SchoolNurse, the School Committee extended 
its appreciation for their dedicated service. 


The professional staff also worked diligently on two projects. 
The first was the creation of a new report card for grades 1-6 and 
was adopted by the School Committee in November. The second 
project was the development of a Student-Parent- Teacher Handbook 
which the Committee also adopted in November. This Handbook 
represented many hours of effort and a copy has been distributed 
to each student's home. 


This year, in order to reduce the cost of printing the Town Re- 
port, we have eliminated the customary list of personnel. How- 
ever, such staff information remains available upon request. 


OTHER SERVICES 


Schoolphysician Frank B. Sauter reported to the Superintendent 
that: ''Forthe first half of this period we finished all the examin- 
ations of the fourth grade and the pupils who were absent at the 
time of examination previously inthe sixthgrade. There were many 
examinations done involving the chapter 766 work and the resulting 
paper work which was necessary for their completion. There 
were more requests this year for examinations for work permits 
for children of ages 14 to 16, and there were 25 done up to the 
end of June. Mrs. Eganhadpassed in her resignation anda small 
time was spent in screening for a new school nurse before the end 
of that school year. 


The new school year and fiscal year starting July 1, 1975 sawa 
continuation of the requests for work certificates and 10 were done 
by examinations in July and August. The opening of school in 
September brought few new problems and school examinations 
started promptly with the kindergarten and first grade. A few 
chapter 766 examinations were worked in with that group. These 
were all in Dexter Park and Gale Brooks schools. All of the ab- 
sentees from these rooms were completed within three weeks. 


The third grade was examined in late November in both Dexter 
Park and Gale Brooks schools and the last of these, including 
former absentees, were completedin December before the Christ- 
mas recess. It was hoped that by getting these last examinations 
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done before severe winter weather it might make it easier if we 
have another energy shortage in the most difficult months ahead. 


There was an increase in the usual number of chicken pox cases 
up to the end of the year but this is cyclical and occurs every few 
years as new classes of children who are not immune to this are 
coming into school. While there were sporadic cases of pedicu- 
losis (headlice), it was apparently not the year for the large out- 
breaks such as characterized the two previous years, "' 


FEDERAL PROGRAMS 


Title IESEA - PL 89-10 - Project AFDY $29,920 - This program 
isforthe purpose of funding seventeen teacher aides and one half- 
time teacher to work with 170 students, grades 1-6, who arein 
need of additional individual help in reading and mathematics be- 
yond that provided in the regular classroom. 


Title II ESEA - PL 89-10 - Library Services - The entire grant 
of $1,449.96 was spent for the students at Butterfield School. 
This grant provides for bothprint and non-print library materials. 


Title VI - Part B - EHA - Project SEAM - $9,350 - This one- 
year project was acooperative venture between the Athol and 
Orange Public Schools and provided the services of a consultant 
teacher. This staffperson's main effort was to help the classroom 
teacher provide for students having difficulty with the regular pro- 
gram. 


The success of this assistance caused the Superintendent to lo- 
cally budget fora full time person to fulfill this role this year and 
it was approved by the Orange School Committee.

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AT A MEETING OF THE MAHAR REGIONAL SCHOOL COMMIT- 
TEEHELD JANUARY 20, 1976, IT WAS VOTED TO ACCEPT THE 
REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT AND ADOPT IT AS THE 
REPORT OF THE REGIONAL SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


TO THE MEMBERS OF THE RALPH C, MAHAR REGIONAL 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE AND VOTERS OF THE RALPH C,. MAHAR 
REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT, I HEREWITH SUBMIT MY AN- 
NUAL REPORT AS SUPERINTENDENT. 


The report of the Mahar Regional School Committee covers the 
period January 1, 1975 to December 31, 1975. It should be noted 
in the financial section that this period includes the fiscal six 
months of the 1974-1975 fiscal year and six months of the 1975- 
1976 fiscal year. 


The Mahar Regional Committee can again report an extremely 
busy year due to the complexities of overseeing a modern second- 
ary school program. Nineteen regular meetings were held due to 
the decision in March to hold two regular meetings each month. 
This move has allowed the Committee more time to study school 
mattersindepthandhas provedto be most beneficial. In addition, 
twelve special meetings were held on the topics of negotiation, 
transportation and the District budget. Seven sub-committees and 
one ad-hoc sub-committee were active throughout the year. These 
sub-committees, which were delegated substantial responsibility 
for reviewing the school operation and making recommendations to 
the Committee include: 


Curriculum Management and Budget 
Co-Curricular and Athletics Negotiations 
Drugs School Facilities 


By-Laws and School Policy 
Major accomplishments of the sub-committees include: 
1. The development of a school discipline policy which clearly 
delineates the steps to be followed in discipline including de- 


tention, suspension and expulsion. 


2. Formalization of the rule of the student advisory council 
which has a non-voting status on the Committee, 


3. The development of a drug education program to involve pa- 
rents, the community and local law enforcement agencies, 


4. The review of the school athletic program with emphasis on 
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equalizing budget requests for girls athletics in accordance 
with Chapter 622, which requires equal expenses for both 
sexes. The budget for athletics and physical education was 
also carefully reviewed. 


5. The development of a financial reporting system of District 
finances on a monthly basis. 


6. The need for additional facilities was studied throughout the 
year with particular reference to justifying the present cur- 
riculum structure. The committee coordinated closely with 
the Mahar Building Committee in its efforts to come up with 
a viable building program. 


7. The Chairman revised the School Committee By-Laws which 
were accepted as a part of the School Policy Handbook. 


8. A study was madeof the snack bar and its relation to adequate 
study hall space. The decision was made to limit the snack 
bar to the hours the cafeteria lunch program is in operation. 


Committee members, as in the past, have been professionally in- 
volvedthis year attending state and area meetings of their Associ- 
ation. 


FINANCE 


An explanation of the 1975-1976 Budget is in order due to changes 
made during the year. The Gross Budget set on January 21 was 
$2,020,357 and was reduced by anticipated reimbursements to a 
Net Budget of $1,789,554 which was voted at the town meetings of 
the member towns. In July, the Department of Education certi- 
fied a regional school district reimbursement of $256, 267 to the 
District to be used to lower the town assessments. This action 
was voted by the Mahar Committee on July 22 which resulted ina 
final Net Budget of $1,533,287. It should be noted that the final 
budget of'the Regional District for 1975-1976 was $25,763 higher 
than the previous year. The 1975-1976 Budget reflected increases 
due to salary increases granted to all personnel of the District, 
renewal of 3-year bus contracts, increased costs of the special 
needs program and the general increase in the operation and main- 
tenance of the facility as wellas covering increases due to inflation. 
At the present time, the Committee is reviewing the budget esti- 
mates for the 1976-1977 budget. Every attempt is being made to 
hold the line inallareas. The present gross budget, except for 
staff salaries which are being negotiated, is being held to last 
year's figures. The budget may include a sum of $48, 000 for out- 
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of-district vocational education costs which were previously in- 
cluded in the budget of the member towns which will need to be ad- 
ded to the total regional budget this year. Also to be noted is the 
fact that the debt retirement onthe school will drop from $125, 000 
to $50, 000 in 1976-1977, withone final payment of $50, 000 remain- 
ing on the building. It should also be stated that the final State 
Building Reimbursement will be received this year (1975-1976) 
and will not be available as a receipt in 1976-1977. 


State aid reimbursements are usedas anticipated receipts to lower 
the annual budget, and are crucial to the financial stability of the 
member towns. Aid received in addition to Chapter 492 Regional 
Aid includes funds for special education, transportation and voca- 
tional education. It is incumbent on all citizens to press for full 


funding of all state aid formulas currently in effect and guaranteed 
by formula. 


BUILDING AND MAINTENANCE 


The Committee continued its plannedmaintenance and equipment 
program during the year. Major items include: 


1. The installation of a chain link fence on the west side of the 
Athletic field for the purpose of protection. 


2. Improvements to the field hockey and soccer fields. 


3. The installation of deluge showers in all science rooms as 
required by statute. 


4, Tile installed on floors of two corridors. 


5. Installation of reading laboratory equipment in the remedial 
reading room. 


6. Installation of television cablein the school to tie in with tele- 
vision system provided the school. 


7. Purchase of musical instruments to meet the needs of an ex- 
panding music program. 


8. Replacement of counter tops in several classrooms. 


9. Purchase of 50 lockers to complete the installation of new 
lockers in the girls locker room. 


10. Purchase of 30 desks and chairs (one classroom). 


SCHOOL FACILITIES NEEDS 


The Committee has worked in partnership with the Mahar Build- 
ing Committee during 1975 to develop a building program. The 
first plan to request funds for planning a grade 7-8 facility was 
not approved by town meeting action in Orange. Since September 
the Mahar Building Committee has proceeded with a plan to con- 
struct ten classrooms andan occupational wing. The Mahar Com- 
mittee has approved this plan, andhas votedup to $5000 to hire an 
architect for planning services. Itishoped that a proposal can be 
adopted and sent to towns for approval at an early date. 


The building proposal under consideration would provide aid to 
overcome the critical need for classrooms, and the occupational 
facility would allow the Committee to discontinue the vocational 
program at New Salem. This would result in lower expenditures 
inthe curriculum area and more opportunities for the Mahar stu- 
dent body to participate in non-college offerings. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION PROGRAM 


The Special Education Department at the Ralph C. Mahar Re- 
gional School has continued to expand its programs and staff in 
order to provide adequate services to students diagnosed under the 
regulations of Public LawChapter 766as children in need of spec- 
ial education services. 


A full time Special Education Administrator-Coordinator was 
hired for the school year 1975-76 to administer the regulations of 
Chapter 766 and to coordinate the various services being offered 
within the Special Needs Department. The Special Needs Depart- 
ment consists of five full time special educators, five full time 
trained special education teacher aides and one part time Speech 
Therapist. 


As of September, 1975-120 students are receiving special ser- 
vices ona daily basis in one or more of the following programs 
established by the LEA to comply with Chapter 766 program pro- 
totypes 502. 1 through 502. 4: 


Behavioral Disorders (mild-moderate) 
Developmental Delay 

Educational Adjustment 

Specific Learning Disabilities 
Communications Disorders (Speech Therapy) 


All students within program prototypes 502.1 - 502.4 are main- 
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streamed in the areas of art, music, physical education, home 
economics and industrial arts. Many students are also integrated 
into regular classes in one or more major subject area. (Proto- 
type--An educational program, separate from the regular school 
program which is based upon an individualized prescription for 
students grouped together for special needs instruction. ) 


As of September 1975, 30 students are receiving special ser- 
vicesin program prototypes 502.5 through 502.7 at various loca- 
tions outside the physical facility of the Mahar Regional School. 


Students requiring a program prototype of 502.5 are serviced 
through our membership in the CAPS Collaborative, Inc. located 
at the Westminster Cottage, Gardner, Ma., the Fitchburg-Leo- 
minster Rehabilitation Center or through other placements at 
private day programs recommended by a Core Evaluation Team. 


Students requiring services under program prototype 502.7 are 
given individual instruction on a tutorial basis within a home or 
hospital setting as determined by a physician. 


An on-going system has been established to monitor each stu- 
dent's program andevaluate student progress on a quarterly basis 
with a formal review completed at the end of a ten-month period 
from the date of initial diagnosis. 


Several specialneeds courses at the graduate level were offered 
at Mahar during the Spring and Summer of 1975 through Fitchburg 
State College. All teachers were given an opportunity to take ad- 
vantage of this service in order to improve their professional 
status. 


Further details onthe school program will be found in the School 
Report which follows. 


A. Curriculum Development 


Curriculum Development to meet the changing educational and 
training requirementsis anever ending requirement. Great effort 
is being applied to this area because a program of studies and 
‘teaching methods which are not relevant to the needs and abilities 
of our students can be responsible for numerous problems in the 
school which, if not corrected, can prove to be disastrous. 


Each department is given the responsibility of constantly evalu- 
ating the effectiveness of its program of studies obtaining as much 
input as possible from students enrolled in the various subjects as 
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wellas the opinions and views of students who have graduated and 
are either working or attending college. 


Specific goals are established and constant efforts made to im- 
prove the quality of attainment. These goals are as follows: 


1. Performance objectives (Guarantees) 


a. An objective (goal) is designed to describe what itis we 
want our students to have learned in: 


1. Each grade or educational level of education or 
training. 

2. Each department. 

3. Each subject, experience or activity. 
At each level performance guarantees are estab- 
lished and educational activities designed to achieve 
the guarantees. 


ra Individualized Instruction 


Accountability to students probably can best be accomplished 
by individualizing the program of each student so that his or 
her individual differences are fullfilledin each subject based 
with a reference to ability and career preference. Whena 
majority of subjectsin whicha student is enrolled are mean- 
ingful and enjoyable the school experience should be satisfy- 
ing and productive. Thebasic difference between the tradi- 
tionalclass group methodandindividualizedis that the former 
is teaching centered, while the latter is learning centered. 
The adequate accomplishment of this objective will continue 
to require much study, understanding and appreciation in 
order to achieve success with this method. 


3. Free Selection of All Elective Subjects 


In Grades 9 - 12 free selection of elective subjects serves 
as acomplementtoindividualization. The responsibility for 
the success ofthis objective is a thorough counseling system 
provided by the Student Services Departmentand the teachers 
in each academic department. Theaimistohelpthe student 
comprehend interrelationship of his own abilities, accomp- 
lishments, motivation and career aspirations. Some suc- 
cess is being experienced, butan effective careers program 
must be instituted before this objective can be properlv 
realized. 
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The Long Range Plan for the Improvement of Instruction 


The staff continues to work on this objective which requires 
the organization ofa multi-year (Three Year) plan. The ob- 
jectivesof which are actually attainable with the completion 
of each year of the plan, an additional year is added, thus 
maintaining the three year sequence. The level of accomp- 
lishmentis now very difficult because of acute space needs 
which must be available. 


Other Important Objectives Being Considered and which 
should be effectuated at the earliest possible moment are: 


a. The development of anacceptable functional disciplinary 
system realizing that both Staff and Students must work 
together. 

b. The development of a reading program for all students 


in Grades 7 and 8 and eventually expanded to include 
the students in all grades to the degree necessary. 


c. The development ofa plan for instructionin moral values 
education and more adequate implementation of our 
social code. 


d. The development of a satisfactory public image which 
is credible and to improve relations with parents when- 
ever possible. 


e. Theenthusiastic support of any effort to develop an ac- 
ceptable building needs expansion plan. 


The Ten Massachusetts Goals for Education 


These 10 well stated goals should be superimposed above the 
entire educational system and referred to frequently by 
parents, tax payers and school staff. The ten goals are: 


A. BASIC COMMUNICATION SKILLS: Education should de - 
velop in each learner the basic skills needed for com- 
munication, perception, evaluation, and conceptualiza- 
tion of ideas. Among the most important are reading, 
writing, speaking, listening, visual and computational 
skills. 


B. OCCUPATIONAL COMPETENCE: Education should 
provide the learner with the skills, experience and at- 
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titude and the guidance for initial job placement; it is 
equally important for the learner to develop a capacity 
to adapt to changing conditions. 


CAPACITY AND DESIRE FOR LIFELONG LEARNING: 
Education should foster and stimulate ineach learner the 
natural desire for lifelong learning and should develop 
the skills necessary to fulfill that desire. 


EFFECTIVE USESOF KNOWLEDGE: Education should 
provide for each learner access to man's cultural heri- 
tage, stimulate intellectual curiosity, and promote in- 
tellectual development. 


PHYSICALAND EMOTIONAL WELL-BEING: Education 
should contribute to the learner's physical and emotional 
well-being, especially to a sense of personal worth and 
a capacity for influencing one's own destiny. 


INDIVIDUAL VALUES ANDATTITUDES: Education 
shouldexpandandadvance the humane dimensions of all 
learners, especially by helping them to identify and 
cultivate their own spiritual, moral, and ethical values 
and attitudes. 


CREATIVE INTERESTS AND TALENTS: Education 
should provide eachlearner with varied opportunities to 
nurture creative interests, to discover and to develop 
natural talents andto express values andfeelings through 
various media. 


RESPECT FOR THE COMMUNITY OF MAN: Education 
should provide each learner with knowledge and experi- 
ence which contribute to an understanding of human 
similarities and differences and which advance mutual 
respect for humanity andfor the dignity of the individual. 


CITIZENSHIP IN A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY: Education 
should provide each learner witha knowledge and under- 
standing of how our society functions in theory and in 
practice; education mustalso foster individual commit- 
ment to exercise the rights and responsibilities of 
citizenship and to protect the rights of others. 


UNDERSTANDING OF THE ENVIRONMENT: Education 
should provide each learner with knowledge and under- 
standing of the social, physical, and biological worlds 
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and the balance between man and his environment, and 
should develop attitudes and behavior leading to intel- 
ligent use of the environment. 


B. Legislative Acts Relating to Education 


In addition to Chapter 766, several other Chapters have been 
implemented which relate to education. They are as follows:

Chapter 622 of the General Laws 


An act to prohibit discrimination in public schools 
"Chapter 76 of the General Laws is amended by adding 
the following section: Section 5 - Everychild shall have 
a right to attend the public school of the town where he 
actually resides, subject to the following section. No 
child shall be excluded from or discriminated against in 
admission to a public schoolor any town or in obtaining 
the advantages, privileges and course of study of such 
public school on account of race, color, sex, religion 
or national origin. "'

3. To evaluate the application of the Chapter at least 
once each year and to prepare a formal report in- 
dicating the progress achieved. 


Chapter 670 of the General Laws 


Anact defining andclarifying certain rights and respon-

sibilities of public secondary school students. 


Chapter 71 of the General Laws is amended by adding 
Sections 82, 83 and 84, which are stated by topic as 
follows: 


Section 82 - Right of students to freedom of expression 
Section 83 - Rightof students to personal dress and ap- 
pearance shall not be abridged 
Section 84 - No student may be suspended, expelled or 
otherwise disciplined for conduct not con- 

nected with school sponsored activities. 


Chapter 785 of the General Laws 


An act providing access to and examination of records 
by parents and students. 


The following isa summary of the major parent and 
student rights regarding their student records: 


a. Inspection of Records 


1. A parent or a student who has entered the ninth 
grade orisat least 14 years old, has the right to 
inspect all portions of the student recordupon re- 
quest. The recordmust be made available to the 
parent or studentnolater than two days after the 
request, unless the parent or student consent to 
a delay. 


2. The parent and student have the right to receive 
copies of any part of the record, althougha 
reasonable fee may be charged for the cost of 
duplicating the materials. 


3. Finally, the parent and student may request to 
have parts of the record interpreted by a quali- 
fied professional of the school or may invite any- 
one else of their choosing to inspect or interpret 
the record with them. 


4. Confidentiality of Record 
1. With a few exceptions, no individual or organi- 


zations but the parent, student, and school per- 
sonnel working directly with the student are 


allowed to have access toinformation in the stu- 
dent record without the specific, informed, writ- 
ten consent of the parent or the student. In ad- 
dition, any person inspecting or releasing infor- 
mation in the temporary record must note which 
portion was inspected or released and for what 
purpose in a log thatis keptas a part of the tem- 
porary record. 


c. Amendment of Record 


1, The parent and student have the right toadd 
relevant comments information, or other writ- 
ten materials to the student record. In addition, 
the parent and student have the right to request 
that informationinthe record be amended or de- 
leted. Theparent and student have the right toa 
conference with the school principalto make their 
objections known. Within a week after the con- 
ference, the principal must render a decision in 
writing. If the parent and student are not satis- 
fied with the decision, the regulations contain 
provisions through which the decision may be ap- 
pealedto higher authorities inthe school system. 


d. Destruction of Records 


The regulations require that certain parts of the stu- 
dent record, suchas the temporary record, be 
destroyeda certain period of time (5 years) after the 
student leaves the school system. School authorities 
are also allowed to destroy misleading, outdated or 
irrelevant information in the record from time to 
time while the student is enrolled in the school 
system. Before any such information may be de- 
stroyed, the parent and student must be notified and 
have an opportunity to receive a copy of any of the 
information before its destruction.

Article 3: To see if the town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
year beginning July 1, 1976, in accordance with the provisions of 
General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a note or notes 
therefore, payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes 
as may be given for a period of less than one year in accordance 
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with General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17, or act thereon. 


Article 4: To see if the town will vote to choose a Director in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 128, Section 41 of the 
General Laws, in connection with County Aid to Agriculture to 
serve one year, or act thereon. 


Article 5: To see if the town will vote to use, and for what pur- 
pose, the money received from the County known as the "Dog 
Fund,'' or act thereon. 


Article 6: To see if the town will vote to pay the Tree Warden 
the sum of $25. 00 per yearas salary and the further sum of $3. 00 
per hour for all time that he shall expend in actual labor in con- 
nection with his department, or act thereon. 


Article 7: To see if the town will vote toauthorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, to sell 
or dispose of the property acquired by the town through Treasur- 
er's Deeds of tax titles foreclosed by Commissioner's Affidavit of 
Land of Low Value, or by foreclosure through the Land Court, or 
act thereon.

Article 14: Toseeifthe town will vote to appropriate the money 
receivedunder Chapter 672, Acts of 1962, for the Library Depart- 
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ment, or act thereon. 


Article 15: To see if the town will vote to adopt the proposed 
Personnel By-Law as posted with this warrant, on file with the 
Town Clerk, and to be circulated at the Town Meeting, or act 
thereon. 


Article 16: To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money to provide corrective drainage on various town streets, or 
act thereon. 


Article 17: To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money for the purchase of one new Modulance Type Ambulance to 
bring the town in line with all new State and Federal regulations, 
or act thereon. 


Article 18: To see if the town will appropriate a sum of money 
to fabricate a new tank for the brush fire truck, or act thereon. 


Article 19: To see if the town will appropriate a sum of money 
for the purchase of 1,000 feet of 24 inch fire hose, oract thereon. 


Article 20: To see if the town will vote to sell or trade one 3/4 
ton pick-up truck and appropriate a sum of money from Water 
Surplus to purchase one 1/2 ton pick-up with four wheel drive,or 
act thereon. 


Article 21: To see if the town will vote to accept the pipe line 
from the intersection of South Main Street and West River Street 
to the Orange Foundry and Erving Paper Mills, excluding all 
hydrants, at no cost to the town, or act thereon. 


Article 22: To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money to extend the water main from its present terminus on East 
Road a distance of 700 feet to 40 East Road, or act thereon. 


Article 23: To see if the town will appropriate a sum of money 
to extend the water main from its present terminus on North Main 
Street approximately 550 feet to 430 North Main Street, or act 
thereon. 


Article 24: To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sumof 
money to pay for use of parking space off Prospect Street, or act 
thereon.

By-Law Amendment, or act thereon: ''No person shal] operate a 
boaton Lake Mattawa which is powered by an internal combustion 
engine, "' 


Article 28: Toseeifthe town will vote to instruct the Assessors 
to use a sum of money from Free Cash to reduce the tax rate in 
accordance with Section 7, Chapter 798, Acts of 1961, or act 
thereon. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant, by posting up at- 
tested copies thereof at the Post Office in Orange and Library in 
North Orange, seven days at least before the time of holding said 
meeting and by publishing attested copies thereof, in the local 
newspapers, in said Town, once at least before the time of hold- 
ing said meeting.
